MERITORIOUS^PROMOTION 

Dr.  Earl  D.  Hubbard,  veterinary  livestock  inspector  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  has 
been  granted  a  meritorious  promotion  in  connection  with  the  testing  of  cattle  for 
tuberculosis  and  brucellosis.  On  his  own  initiative,  Dr.  Hubbard  kept  certain 
records  on  post-vaccinal  conditions  in  the  Amana  Society  herds  which  disclosed 
data  of  much  value  to  the  Bureau  in  the  control  of  brucellosis  of  cattle.  Such 
data  would  only  be  expected  on  demand  from  employees  far  more  advanced  in 
years  and  possessing  qualifications  for  statistical  research.  His  carefully  prepared 
tables  and  statistics  on  various  factors  and  his  paper  "Brucellosis  Control  at 
Amana"  were  not  done  at  the  expense  of  his  regular  work,  for  in  addition  to  lis 
vaccinal  work  he  constantly  led  all  other  members  of  our  Iowa  force  in  the  number 
of  cattle  bled  for  the  brucellosis  test.
